Oil Pipeline will Help 
Canadian Economy 


The turn of a valve in Edmonton 
on October 4 started the flow of 
crude oil to Regina, 415 miles away. 
This venture will save Canada at 
least $150 million a year, currently 
being spent for foreign crude oil. 
It will also diminish the problem 
jof obtaining petroleum from 
| abroad in time of war, when pet- 
!roleum is usually difficult to ob- 
tain. 
| Speaking at the inauguration 
ceremony, the Right Hon.C.D. Howe, 


pointed out that petroleum and the 
,construction of a pipeline between 
these two centres and thence to the 
shores of Lake Superior were es- 
sential in the Canadian prepared- 
ness program. 

Mr. Howe explained that the 
event at which he was officiating 
was only the initial chapter in the 
story. “Before many months go by 
this pipeline will be extended to 
the nearest tip of Lake Superior, a 
distance of nearly 1200 miles”, he 
said, “After that, Alberta, rather 
than the United States, will be the 
major source of supply for pet- 
roleum products consumed in the 
Province of Ontario, This pipeline 
is not only a new unit in the trans- 
portation system of Canada, but its 
construction is a vivid symbol of 
the spirit of enterprise that forms 
a background for our expanding 
economy,

$500 Now Avaliable 
For Foreign Travel 


The Minister of Finance an- 
nounced last week that Form H 
Permits for travel funds may now 
be approved by banks and other 
agents of the Foreign Exchange 
Control Board for amounts up to 
$500 per trip for bona fide busi- 
ness travel and up to a total of 
$500 per person during the calen- 
dar year for travel for other pur- 
poses, 

Applications for larger amounts 
may be referred to the Board and 
will normally be approved — for 
genuine travel expenditures when 
the duration of the proposed jour- 
neys appear to justify them. 

The Form H_ travel permit must 
still be obtained and surrendered 
to customs at the time of leaving 
Canada if a traveller is taking out 
of Canada more than $50 in USS. 
funds or more than a total of $100 
in both U.S. and Canadian funds. 
The Form H is considered a neces- 
sary protection against the export 
of capital sums in the form of 
currency Where such exports would 
permitted through other 


Individuals may obtain up to 
in any month for travel 
in the United States where the ap- 
plicant will not be taking out of 
Canada more than $50 U.S. or more 
than a total of $100 in U.S. and 
Canadian funds combined. 

Banks and other agents of the 
Foreign Exchange Control Board 
will approve applications up to the 
equivalent of $2,000 Canadian per 
year for attendance during a full 
academic year at a_ university, 
college or boarding school in the 
United States. 

Banks or other agents of the 
Board may also approve permits 
for expenditures of Canadian dol- 
lars or Sterling up to the equi- 
valent of $1000 for each one-month 
stay in Sterling area countries for 
a maximum period of six months. 
Applications for larger amounts 
may be referred to the Board. A 
resident may not use U.S. dollars 
to meet travel or personal expen- 
ditures in Sterling area countries.
